2o Ilawongga has cultivated a delegate from the I.TPR to the IMAG,

between the two governments with the aim of alienating the 
Mongols from the influence of the Chinese Communist Party (CCP) 
and enhancing the prestige of tho HPR. His aim of building a 
greater Uongol racial nation and, specifically, of creating a 
closer connection with the HPR, makes him naturally sympathetic 
to Hiss YOG’s position, with the result that there has developed 
a determined clandestine opposition to YUII Tse’s polioies within 
the IHAG itself.
